Rule  59. 

4 LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
JA.  properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America 
Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge, 
the  making  of  a Railway,  Tramway.  Turnpike 
Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone'  Line;  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour, 
Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work’ 
the  granting  of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorpora- 
tion of  any  particular  trade  or  calling,  or  of 
.any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any 
exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever. or  for  doirg  any  matter  » r thing  which
